~ Caftellan of Kaminietz, Palatine of Podolia ; 


the latter is mightily belov’d by the Army, 
and has promis'd.to emter into the Confede- 
racy forthe King. Eight hundred Gentle- 
men of Great Poland, who are ruin’d by the 
War, are drawn together under Monfieur 
Smiegelski, and give out, that being, reduc'd 
to Poverty, they muft tryto make up tbeir 
Fortunes as they can tho’ the Country {mart 
for it ; els thought their real Intention is to 
pillage and burn the Eftates of the Confede- 
rates, and afterwands to joyn the King.

Ratisbon, March20. The Envoy of Saxon 

has complain’d to the Diet, in very pathetic 
Terms, of the Perfidioufnefs of the Cardinal 
Primaté of Poland, who not. being withheld 
by his Duty and his Oath, has withdrawn his 
Obedience from his lawful Soveraign, and is 
endeavouring to deprive him of his Crown : 
He faid, among other things, that all crown'd 
Heads ought to refent fuch a Proceeding, 
which overthrows the Divine and Humane 
Laws, tramples under foot the Majefty of 
Kings, and opens a door to Perjury. For 
which reafons,he the faid Envoy,in the Name 


of his Polifh Majefty, exhorted all Chriftian 
Princes, particularly his Imperial Majetty and 
the Eftates of the Empire, tointerpofe in this 
Affair, and prevent the Execution of fo per- 
nicious a Defign. Orders being come from 
Munich for the Bavarians to quit the Arfenal,

Morning, after they had taken out 200 Fire- 
locks.
